Chaplain Bateman said that it afforded him 
peculiar pleasure to address the audience on 
the subject of “The Soldier as a Factor in 
Civilization.“ It was a pleasure because so 
many people misunderstood and underrated 
the soldier of the regular army, and consid- 
ered him as living next door to nobody. The 
prejudice was illustrated in an incident that 
occurred soon after he resigned a wealthy 
and prosperous chureh to become an army 
chaplain. He was met on the street by a 
rich acquaintance, who said to him: 

So you are really going to devote yourself 
to preaching to the soldiers in the regular 
army?’ 

He replied that he was, 

“Then,” said his friend, „good - by, and 
may the have mercy on your soul.“ 

Soldiers Have Done. 

The speaker said that possibly his hearers 

had not-had it impressed on their minds by 


their reading that there had never arisen a 


great civilization, that a great nation had 
never been founded, that no prominent and 
lasting blessing to the human race had ever 
been secured without the soldier. Even 
Christ himseif came to send not peace but a 
sword, and, though he meant the sword of the 


spirit, yet civil conflicts had been instrumen- 


tal in the spread of the gospel. He deplored 
war as much as any man could, and yet he 
could not deny that war, considered in re- 
flex relations, was the very chief of the 
means of civilization and progress. 

Great and intolerable wrongs, he said, could 
never be shaken off without a resort to the 
savage instrumentality of the bayonet and the 


‘sword. The soldier is the pioneér of civiliza- 


tion. He goes front, spies out the land, 
subdues the savage inhabitants, and opens up 
the way for the missionary, the philanthro- 
pist, the farmer, and the statesman. Egypt 
never had a civilization until it had an army. 
Even the chosen Jewish people never took 
their divinely appointed place in history until 
God called to their help that matchless leader 
and soldier, Moses, one of the greatest Gener- 
als of any age. China never became a great 
nation until the Tartars, whose descendants 
now sit on the throne, arose and expelled 
their enemies. Turkey, Austria, Russia, and 
England itself never became great nations un- 
til the aid of the soldier was evoked to bring 
order out of chaos. 
Found Force Necessary. 

The speaker said he hardly needed to men- 

tion the history of this country. But when

Twenty Indians, representing the Six Na- 
tions in New York, which number 5,112 peo- 
ple on regervations, are expected in Jackson 
Park today to occupy the village of bark huts

These 
represent the powerful tribes which held the 
land which now comprises the State of New 


York and adjoining States. It was with them | 


that treaties of peace were signed giving the 
white men the occupancy of the land now 
worth money beyond computation, and it was 
through their kindly offices that the explora- 
tion of the unkndwn land to the westward 
was made possible. They were, for the most 
part, among the friendly tribes, and this fact 


led to the families being brought to the Fair 


by Prof, Putnam. 

Ten Indians from British Guiana are ex- 
pected within a week to occupy the shack near 
the cliff dwellers’ exhibit. With the arrival of 
these the Indian colonies will be practically 
complete, and the students of the science of 
authropology will find much to interest them 


in the way of the aborigines of America. 


The Indians from the Six Nations of New 
York have the most pretentious of the In- 
dian villages. Chief among the buildings is 
the Iroquois couiicil-house, which is in the 
center of the village. It is an exact model of 
the houses in which the braves of 
the Iroquois Nation held their councils of 
peace and war. It was from such build- 
ings as this that the’ challenges of 
war were sent and in which the pipe 
of peace was passed around the circle 
which surrounfled the fagot fire. The build- 
ing is 20x45 feet in size and is constructed 
entirely of wood and bark. There is a frame- 
work of poles which supports the roof of elm 
bark and the sides of bass bark. Near byisa 
stockade such as were used when Columbus 


sailed on his voyage of discovery. It is a 


bark hut fifteen feet in circumference and 
having the opening at the top for smoke to es- 
cape, and about it is a stockade of saplings 
ten feet high to. ward off arrows from war- 
ring tribes. The stockade is ten feet from the 
sides of the hut, circular in form, and with 
the entrance also guarded by poles planted 
firmly in the earth. There are three bark 
huts grouped about the council-house 


which are to be used as dwellings for the In- 


dian families, the members of which will

The Penobscot tribe of Indians is repre- 
sented now by ten members from Old 
Town, Maine.

There is no reason whatever for keepi 
all these buildings open every night,” 
one of the chiefs yesterday, for there is 
nothing special for the crowds to see and they 
merely use them as avenues. . The exhibiters 
who tried keeping their displays open at night 
found that it didn’t pay and they are covering 
them up. 

Now the Electricity Building should 
of course, open. Its exhibits 
can only be appreciated at night. Then 
there should be one other. Say tonight 
Transportation, the next night Agriculture, 
the followmg night Manufactures, and so on. 
Let the nights be designated as Mining night, 
Manufactures night, Fisheries night, and 60 
on for each of the buildings as they are open. 
The people would then understand when they 
come to the park at night just what . building 
besides the Electricity would be open. It 
would be practical then to have music in the 
two open buildings. . 

‘* Again, as I said, exhibiters will not stand 
the expense of placing attendants in charge of 
their displays, for the crowds will not in suffi- 
ciently large numbers tarry in the buildings 
to warrant it. But closing all but two 
would insure crowds there and exhibiters 


could afford to take the covers from their dis- 


plays and explain them to the public. Ex- 

hibiters in the closed buildings would have an 

opportunity to shut up shop, go to the open 
Trouble of Proper Policing.

Prepared the Way. 


As an illustration of the fact that the soldier 
served the cause of civilization, the speaker 
said the soldier was the John the Baptist who 


prepared the way for the American Union, 
which set the great example of the fatherhood 
of God and the brotherhood of man. Beneath 
the distant waters of the Mediterranean lay 
the bodies of 400 of England’s noblest sailors, 


and here in this temote pavilion their 


valor is celebrated. Asa proof of the spread 
of the doctrine of the brotherhood of man 


there were in that hall men of every nation 
and representatives from every army and 


navy in the world. There were veterans and 
their sons, the sons of the American Revolu- 
tion, the descendants of the men of 1812, and 
the soldiers of the Mexican war.

whole number. There are seventeen men and 
women in the number and they occupy two 
quaint houses facing the waters of the lagoon, 
and its site is marked bya number of curi- 
ously carved totem poles, and south of the 
other building there are two carved figures, 
standing fifteen feet in height, brought from 
Bella Coola, British Columbia, one repre- 
senting a grizzly bear with the form of a 
human being, the other having as a top figure 
a raven and below a spirit of the sea, the 
open mouth of which forms, when in use, the 
door of a house. There are two ornamental 
posts shown also. One ofthe houses is such 
as the Quackuhls occupy. In fact, it was oc- 
cupied by a family of this tribe when it was 
chosen to become part of the exhibit at the 
World's Fair. It is built of neatly hewn tim- 
bers, joined together with wooden pegs, and 
seems able to withstand the assaults of an 
enemy equally well with the block houses 
of the type of that on the site of old Fort 
Dearborn. The other one, similar in design 
and execution, comes from Queen Charlotte’s 
Island, 100 miles south of Alaska. Before it 
stands a totem pole, which had the same uses 
as a heraldic design among the people of Eu- 
rope. It represented the clan in the tribe to 
which the owner belongs. There are other 
totem poles at either side. George Hunt is 
in charge of the Quackuhl Indians, and 
James Deans assisted in making the anthro- 
pological collection from British Columbia. 


What the Indian Schools Show. 


Alongside the camps of Indians in their 
savagery, softened by their having lived in 
close communication with the whites, is the 
exhibit made by the Indian schools of the 
country, showing what.education and environ- 
ment will do for Indian boys and girls. De- 
tachments from thr schools have been in 
the building, the first being thirty boys from

The same report that told 
of the resolve to stop private coinage of silver 
in India stated that the buying value of the

So it would be 
in the United States if we were foolish enough 
to adopt free coinage of silver. We might 
agree to call the ounce of silver worth $1.29.3, 

but it would be in depreciated dollars, each 
of which was worth not more than half as 
much as the present standard of value in this 
country, which is gold. If we had free coin- 
age today it would be necessary to pay twice 
as many silver dollars for property, real or 
personal, as now. suffice to pay for the same 


quantity. 


EFFECT OF THE PROCLAMATION. 

The general feeling of relief manifested in 
all parts of the country ‘owing to the Presi- 
dent’s having valled Congress together a 
month earlier than was his previously de- 
clared intention shows how severe the press- 
ure had become, and also how much more 
wisely the President would ha ve acted had he 
done in April what he did in June. The un- 
certainty as to when 8 would meet 
and the contest for the pro n of the sound- 
ness of the currency would begin has par- 
alyzed business, which has begun to revive 
now because itis known thaton the 7th of 
August Congress will take up the question of 
the repeal of the ruinous Sherman law. When 
soldiers know that a battle hasto be fought 
they would rather have it over and be done 
with it. The suspense of waiting wears on 

their nerves: The business-men of the coun- 
try, whose urgent demands have forced Mr. 

Cleveland to act, want this silver question set- 
tled at once, and even the silver men prefer. 
an early session to waiting and dawdling till 
late in the year. 

The President’s proclamation will in some 
respects do more good abroad than at home. 
It has improved the business situation here, 
but it will strengthen American credit in 
Europe. Foreigners, knowing only that the 
Democratic party is in power in both Houses 
of Congress and that Mr. Cleveland is the 
head of that party, and seeing him use lan- 
guage which wil] seem to them much like 
ordering Congress to repeal “ unwise laws to 
avert “present and impending danger and 
distress, will be likely to take it for granted 
that the legislative branch will do without 
delay what it is directed to. . Americans, more 
familiar with the situation, are well aware that 
the President does not speak for the entire 
Democratic party when he denounces silver 
monometallism, but only for a portion of it 
just how large a portion cannot be told till 
Congress meets and the flood of oratory be- 
gins. Had the President spoken dut a month 
or more ago as he did Friday Europeans 
would have ceased being alarmed about 
American securities and the stress and strain 
which this country has endured for several 
weeks would have been much less intense. 

Mr. Cleveland has acted at last, however, 
thanks tothe pressure brought to bear on 
him. Now that same pressure mut be ap- 
plied tothe Senators and Representatives. 
Their constituents must appeal to them as 
they have been appealing to Mr. Cleveland, 
so that when they go to Washington it will be 
with a thorough comprehension of the wishes 
of the people. 


ATTENDANCE AT THE FAIR. 

The total number of paid admissions to the 
Fair in May was 1,050,087 and during June 
2,670,580, or more than two and a half 
times as many. But as the Fair was open 
twenty-eight days in the first month and— 
thanks to Sunday opening—thirty in the sec- 
ond the average daily attendance in May was 
about 37,000, as compared with 89,000 in 
June. All things considered it is suprising 
that the attendance during. the first month 
was as large as it was. The weather was vile 
on many days, the Fair was far from com-

It will reach the House of Lords before the 
middle of August.

They will not 
pay the least attentign: to the fact that the 
elected representatives: of the nation have 
spent nearly threé months in trying to perfect 
the measure. It doubtless will be rejected in 
the Lords on the second reading. The policy 
of the Gladstonians, as outlined by their lead- 
ing organs, the Daily News and the Speaker, 
will be to wind up the session as speedily as 
possible after the rejection of the home rule 
bill by the Peers and to call an extra session 
for October, when a new registration bill and 
other popular British measures will be pre- 
sented and acted on. The parish councils 
bill may be disposed of during the present 
session. Mr. Fowler's registration bill, intro- 
duced in March, has. been dropped. It 
proved unsatisfactory, as it did not include 
Ireland and Scotland within its scope. It was 
objectionable to the London Liberal mem- 
bers also. The bill to be introduced in Octo- 
ber is likely to be more acceptable. 

The home rule bill, as it will pass the Com- 
mons, doubtless will be introduced again next 
February or March, It will be passed again 
by the Commons, It will be either rejected 
oramended out of recognition by the peers. 
Then follow the inevitable “appeal to 
the country.“ The recent elections show no 
abatement of the feeling in England in favor 
of home rule, the speeches of Mr, Chamber 
lain to the contrary notwithstanding. The 
passage of a good registration bill in October 
will improve immensely the position of the 
Liberals. If they win on the appeal to the 
country against the Lords, the latter meekly 
will submit. That seems to be the opinion of 
such a vigorous opponent of home rule as the 
Duke of Devonshiré, who said in a recent 


speech : 


All that the House of Lords claim or will claim 


to do is to enable the people of this country to 
express themselves in final judgment upon this 
bill when it has assumed a complete shape, and 
not the vague and indefinite form in which this 
policy has hitherto been veiled. And to the judg- 
ment of the people, which will then be an in- 
structed judgment, as it cannot be now, an 
informed judgment as it cannot be now, we in the 
House of Lords shall leave the result with per- 
fect confidence. 

This is the first note of surrender by the 
Peers. There can be little doubt as to the 
result of the appeal under a new Liberal regis- 
tration bill and under the leadership of Mr. 
Gladstone. But will Mr. Gladstone be the 
Liberal leuder at the next general election in 
Great Britain? On that the future of home 


rule largely depends. 


UNDERGROUND ELECTRICITY. 

A recent number of Science contains a val- 
uable article on The Earth as an Electrical 
Conductor,” the subject being rendered pop- 
ularly interesting by the discovery that gas 
and water pipes in some cities are rapidly 
corroded by electric currents. Steinheil at 
Munich, in 1887, was the first to ascertain 
that the earth may be used as a return wire, 
contact made to the earth at the two 
ends by means of metal plates sunk in moist 
ground. Since then fhe earth is used almost 
universally as the return circuit in telephone 
and telegraphic lines; For the former a com- 
plete metallic circuit is sometimes employed, 
but not on account of the failure of the earth 
to conduct the current. It is done for the pur- 

pose of diminishing the induction caused by 
‘alt presence ef electri light and power cir- 
cuits, 

It has been generally considered that the 
earth offers no resistance at all to the current 
on account of its crogs section being so large, 
though its specific resistance may be very 
high, But the resistance must be considered 
when the en th is to be used for conducting 
currents of large volume, and the element of 
danger to life and property forbids its use as a 
return in commercial lighting and motor cir- 
cuits, 

In street railway en; the earth is used 
partly asa return, but it offers so much re. 
sistance that it is now almost the universal 
custom to use in connéction with the earth 
the rails banded together, and also a bare 
copper wire. The results of numerous experi- 
ments warrant the concl ision that the resist- 
ance of the earth is a very unknown quanti- 
ty” (undoubtedly varying inversely with the 
moisture in the strata through which the cur- 


rent passes), and the assumption that this re- 


sistance can be neglected in any soil is an un- 
safe one when the object in view is to trans- 
mit currents without much loss. 

It follows from this that the earth cannot be 
dep&nded on to furnigh a circuit when lines of 
metal, tubular or otherwise, offer a passage to 
the current. These will be seized on by the 
force wherever they offer the least resistance, 
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tive pabulum is taken up into the liver cells 
and a more perfect nutritive interchange is es- 
tablished in the liver, which process second- 
arily enhances the accumulation of tissue 
throughout the whole animal economy, When 
this has been accomplished proc- 
esses all through the system in part or com- 
pletely are removed. and more or less of a 
new normal or healthy activity is brought to 
all parts of thé body. In this respect arsenic 
and its compounds are truly prophylactic 
against cholera, they being alterative in their 
action, and cholera seeking to assume exactly 
the space and place thereby occupied in the 
demonstration of ita effect. 

The remedy is to be tried this season at the 
Laneaster County Vaccine Farms of Marietta, 
Pa. The officials of that institution will soon 
place before the people points of arsen- 
ious acid, each containing one-thirtieth of a 
grain, with full directions for using, so as to 
afford a satisfactory test. It also is proposed 
that the originator of the theory be at once 
placed in the midst of infection in Europe or 
Asia “that thére he may fully and satisfac 
torily demonstrate the belief that is in him.” 
The remedy does not appear to have got be- 
yond the theorizing stage as yet, and possibly 
it will not stand the test of experiment intelli- 
gently conducted; but the theory is so attract- 
ive and apparently so philosophical that the. 
medical fraternity should not allow it to pass 
without careful examination as to its merits.

THE SOUTH CAROLINA LIQUOR LAW. 

The State of South Carolina began its new 
liquor law experiment Saturday. Henceforth 
liquor, hard or soft, cannot be sold legally ex- 
cept in those cities, towns, or counties where 
a majority of the freeholders are in favor of 
it, and when sold it can be only at dispensaries 
managed by State employés handling liquor 
owned by the State. It is expected by those 
who supported this law from a business stand- 
point that as the dispensaries will sell at a 
profit of about 100 per cent there will be an 
annual net revenue of over half a million 
dollars which will make it possible to reduce 
taxes to that.amount. 

This estimate might be accepted asa safe 
one were it not for the fact that sufficient al- 
lowance does not seem to be made for the 
greater extravagance of public as compared 
with private management, for the dishonesty 
and incapacity of employés, and for the sharp 
illicit competition which the State is sure to 
meet with from those who will sell poorer but 
cheaper liquor. 

In some of the country districts freeholders 
have not asked for dispensaries. because the 
majority are Prohibitionists. It might be as- 
suined that the law would be enf there, 
were it not for the fact that the land- 
owners there are the landless whites and blacks, 
nearly all of whom like to take a drink, and if 
they are as enterprising as thirsty lowans are 
they will manage to get one.

* A“FARMER” ON FREE COINAGE. 
A small type article in the June number of 
the North American Review gives what pur- 
ports to be “a farmer’s view of free coin- 
age.“ The major proposition of the writer is 
that the gold standard is too deara kind of 
money for the good of the farmer class. He 
complains of the low prices of grain, which, 
he holds, would command a greater number 
of dollars per 100 bushels if paid for in silver 
dollars of present weight under free coinage. 
But the poor deluded fellow fails to see that 
with the change he desires the farmers would 
lose correspondingly in the purchase of sup- 
plies. They would have to pay out a larger 
number of dollars for groceries, farm im- 
plements, building materials, clothing, fuel, 
ete., and would have to pay out er- 


tra for these things all or more than they 


nominally gained in selling their crops for 
cheap dollars. He utterly overlooks the fact 
that money is worth only what it will buy, 
that its value depends on and is measured by 
its purchasing power. He disregards com- 
pletely the harm that the change he advocates 
would cause and the mischief and fraud that 
would be worked upon millions of men and 
women by an act of Congress producing a 
slump from the 100-cent dollar standard to 
the 64-cent dollar standard of currency value, 
The foolish fellow does not take into account 
a loss of billions of dollars that would be 
willfully inflicted upon millions of people by 
such an act. Apparently he does not think 
that is worth even a mention. | 

This ignorant “ farmer” treats gold as a 
“single standard,” and then coolly ‘assumes 
the depreciated silver dollar would be a 
double or bimetallic standard. It seems not 
to have entered into his addled pate, or the 
skulls of those whose ignorance is equally as 


dense as his, that there can never be a double | 


coin standard unless the commercial or bull 
ion value of the standard dollar of each metal 
is on a parity, the one with the other. Either 
the weight of the silver dollar must be in- 
creased some 56 per cent,or the weight of 
the gold dollar be decreased in like propor- 
tion, to bring about and maintain a real 
equality. And with free coinage sucha wide 
disparity as now exists could not be main- 
tained for a moment. 

Practically this “ farmer” admits that un- 
der free coinage of silver into dollars of the 
same weight and fineness as those now in cir- 
culation the dollars would be cheap ones. He 
insists upom having @ dollar of this kind and 
says the farmers as à class want it because it 
would bea cheap dollar. That is to say, they 
want it for the reason that it would take more 
than 100 of the cheap silver dollars to buy as 
much as could be purchased with 64 dollars 
in gold, and he professes to think this would 
make the farmers prosperous and happy. He 
ignores the fact that the adoption of his free 
coinage cheap dollat would result in an im- 
mediate departure ofall the gold from circu- 
lation, cheap money always driving out that 
which is better, and that then we should have 
a single standard, the present existence of 
which he affects to deplore, 

This farmer says that agriculture is 
the basis upon which rests the whole super- 
structure of our national prosperity. The 
assertion is a wild exaggeration., True, men 
and women must eat in order to live, but our 
welfare as a civiliged people depends also 
upon the products of our mines and forests. 
Without iron, steel, coal, and wood we should 
be in a state little better than one of bar- 
barism, in which economic considerations 


and processes ate at a minimum and 


there is little need for either gold 
or silver to be used as money. 
He contradicts himself in writing that noth- 
ing causes greater distress than a decrease in 
the amount of money,“ and he shows an utter 
want of logic in hig failure to perceive that 
the decrease of more than one-third in the 
purchasing power of all the money in circula- 
tion, which must result from the adoption of 
the cheap dollar for which he is longing, 
would amount to the same thing in practice 
as the decrease in the amount of money which 
he regards as such 4 serious evil that no other 
evil could cause greater distress.

BRin, July 2.—The Munich Nachrichten 
was recently fined 1,000 marks for libeling 
Privy Councilor von Klug, the keeper of 
King Otto’s privy purse and secretary to 
Prince Regent Luitpold.
